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INTRODUCTION. 




N this voFume will be found the proceedings of the Courts 
Leet of the Manor of Manchester, from the ist October, 
1820, to the 9th April, i8'32. The entries in each Court 
are similar in character to those contained in the last 
three volumes (vols, viii., ix., and x.), and as such unfortunately do 
not call for much comment. The offences, which were most com- 
monly complained of, are practically the same as those referred to in 
the Introductions to those volumes, and may be included under the 
following headings : — Making use of defective or improper weights 
and measures ; selling bad meat, or selling meat after 1 1 o'clock at 
night; allowing chimnies to discharge large quantities of smoke ; not 
properly fencing off land, and not properly guarding cellar steps; 
not keeping walls in repair, and not repairing bridges; allowing 
waggons and carts to stand in the streets, or allowing waste water to 
accumulate there ; not keeping pigsties and privies clean and putting 
manure on land within the town; as well as the non-attendance of 
those summoned to serve on Juries, or to act as officers under the 
authority of the Court Leet. The progress of the times is shown 
by complaints being made of "gas" being improperly manufactured 
(p. 6), and noxious smells arising therefrom. There are also objections 
to mock auctions and to auctioneers ringing bells in the streets, or 
otherwise making a great noise there to attract custom (p. 42). An 
unusual ground of complaint is mentioned on p. 258, when certain 
persons were fined ;^SO for firing pistols in a room, and other- 
wise creating a noise and disturbance there. All these offences 
were punished by the infliction of fines of money, which were not 
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unfrequently remitted if the nuisance was promptly abated. In this 
volume, unhke the preceding one, there is no mention of any of 
the persons appointed by the Jury to serve as Boroughreeves or 
Constables refusing to do so. 

The Constables annually appointed a Deputy Constable and 
three or four Beadles to act in their place. Attention has already 
been called to the increased importance which was attached to the 
duties of the Deputy Constable and the regular increase in that 
official's salary. At the commencement of this volume Mr. Joseph 
Nadin, who had been appointed Deputy Constable in i802, was still 
holding that office and receiving a salary of .£^350 a year, whilst he 
had four Beadles under him each receiving £2^ a year. On the 
15th October, 1821, Mr. Stephen Zflzw?^(?r was appointed to that office 
on the same terms; but a year later, on the 14th October, 1822, his 
salary was raised at one step to ;^6oo a year, and those of the four 
Beadles were advanced to £"^2 los. a year each. A few years later, 
on the i6th October, 1826, the salaries of the latter were advanced 
to .^78 a year each, whilst that of the former appears to have 
remained stationary. Mr. Stephen Lavender, who came from 
London, was a tried Bow Street officer, and had won much renown 
in connection with the Cato Street conspirators, in effecting whose 
arrest he nearly lost his life. He remained in Manchester for about 
twelve years, dying on June 12th, 1833. 

On the 14th February, 1824, a covered market for the sale of 
provisions was opened in London Road, on a site now occupied by 
the London and North Western Railway Station. At the meeting 
of the Court Leet held on the 6th May, 1824, certain bye-laws 
regulating the conduct of this market were passed, and are set out 
in full (seep. 118). In the following year, on the 17th October, 
1825, a bye-law was passed to regulate the sale of " poultry, butter, 
eggs, fruit, and garden produce " in the street called Smithy Door, 
which "from time whereof the memory of man is not to the contrary, 
had been used on the several and respective market days accustomed 
to be held in this Manor in every week," and to prevent the sale 
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there of other things such as earthenware, hardware, cotton goods, 
&c. (see p. 1 50). Another bye-law passed at the same time related 
to Shudehill Market. 

The absolute authority of the lord of the manor of Manchester 
over the markets held in the town was vindicated in the year 1826, 
in the course of a trial in the Court of King's Bench between Sir 
Oswald Mosley, Bart., the lord of the manor, and Mr. John Walker, 
a Manchester fishmonger. The former then established his right to 
a market for the sale of fish on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays 
in each week, at which all fishmongers were obliged to sell their fish, 
and to pay stallage for their standings there. This decision was 
appealed against, but the appeal was dismissed. 

Sir Oswald Mosley, Bart., was the lord of the manor of 
Manchester during the whole of the time included in this volume, 
and the Courts were held before James Norris, Esq., barrister-at-law, 
the Steward, who was appointed to that ofiice in 1819. Mr. Samuel 
Kay, Deputy Steward, presided at the Court held on the 9th April, 
1832. 

As in previous volumes, the proceedings of each Court have 
been carefully compared with the original, so as to ensure an exact 
reproduction in print. Unfortunately, the very routine character 
of the proceedings has rendered it impossible for me to annotate 
them.
